GOVERNMENT CROP REFCS.S 


The Herald is in

pamphlet from Rome entitled, "The 
Into: nation;:; Institute of Agriculture 
and Its Influence on Economic Wei- 
fare," the tame containing a reply 
to same coma: cuts on tbs crop condi- 
tion made by tbe Minister of Agricul- 
ture of France. 


The substance of the reply, made by 


David Lubin, the- United States dele- 
gate to this institute, is of no partic- 
ular Interest, but in summing up is 
offered a suggestion which is worthy 
of note: 


"There, is no gainsaying the tact 


that at present the accuracy of gov- 
ernment crop-reports is open to grave 
criticism. Even in the case- of the 
United States, which is preeminent in 
experience and achievement in this 
field, there is much to be desired 
when details and results are lined up 
by the term "accuracy." 
And what 


then must be said of tbe crop-reports 
of other and less perfected govern- 
ment systems? 
When we consider, 


however, that the demand 
for this 


work is the result of imperative needs 
which have grown up 
in 
modern 


times, and when we consider fUrther 
tbPt accuracy is the product of de- 
velopment, it becomes clear that pro- 
gress in this direction will be atU'.in- 
•ed when the proper means will be em- 
ployed towards the desired end. 


"There was a period when there 


were ho clocks or watches; when 
time . was measured by such rough 
devices as the hour-glass, the bucket 
filled with water with a hole in the 
bottom, candles with rings painted 
round them; yet now watches may be 
had and the time told by anyone 
"When once a need has been clear!} 
recognized, and public attention vivid 
ly called to it, the perfecting of the
